by the ‘Teamen, notwithstanding their con 
tracts to deliver Teas according to muster”

brokers take round samples of Teas, and - 
the merchants afber inspecting and tasting 
their qualitics mid arranging for the price 
to bo. paid for the chop, with the weight in 
picula and the timo of delivery, engage ton- 
nage by ‘vessels proceedivg to Knyland’; 
and" when -the.'feas agreen for arrive in 
Canton, they ate found on inspection to be 
-hot only far inferior in quality to the sain- 
‘ple aupplied, but largely mixed with what 
are called: ‘Tie-teus,’ or leaves of plants of 
all kinds prepared to imitate the. genuine 
tea, This has ‘now become the regular 
practice, and it is necessary that some mea 
‘sures should be taken to put au end to the 
-frauds which are thus perpetrated: He 
therefore urges. that measures be devised 
with this end in-view, eto., otc. The U.S * 
Consul, Mr King; has also made’a- similar 
representation, Un receipt of the foregoing 
the Viceroy: ordaina that a notification ba 
isitied to the ‘lea dealers with injunctions to 
be laid upon thei for their obedience,” * 
The Magistrates ‘being in receipt of tho 
above instructions, have to issue a votifica- 
tion in pursuance. of their tenor ; and we 
do therefore accordingly proclaim for the 
instruction of all members of the Tea 
‘Trade, that it ia an obvious duty to wake * 
honesty aud good faith the gniding princi. - 
ples of commerce with foreign merchants, 
and thnt to cherish fraudulent designs canin 
no wise be perinitted, - They should, more 
‘over, bear in mind that tle bulk of the Tea” 
export bas been confined of late yeats to 
the ports of Fukien, whilst the local trade 
in Catiton tens itself has at the same time 
languished in an unusual degree.” If fraula- 
lent practices in the way of false packing 
be further persisted in, not only will those 
guilty of such acts be jiable to prosecutiott .. 
and thus’ incur the danger of arrest and of 
actions for compensation, but the trado’ .
